LIBRARY ASSISTANTS’ ASSOCIATION. 


May MEETING aT WATFORD. 


For the first time in the history of the Association a Monthly Meeting was 
held at the Watford Public Library on 24th May, 1922. About 60 members and 
friends attended from many of the public libraries in and about London, and 
Mr. A. E. W. Green, Librarian of St. Albans, was also present. 

The visitors were met at Watford Station at 3.30 p.m. by the Library Staff, 
accompanied by Mrs. R. L. Bolton, a former member of the L.A.A. 

The famous works of the Sun Engraving Co., Ltd., Whippendell Road, 
Watford, were then visited by kind permission of the Directors, secured through 
the courtesy of D. Greenhill, Esq. (General Manager) and A. G. Symmons, 
Esq. (Works Manager). A skilfully arranged programme for viewing the 
works was then proceeded with, the company being divided up into parties 
under the expert guidance of Messrs. W. Blenkarn, J. Hutton, H. T. G. 
Meredith, and G. Swinson, to whose unfailing courtesy the Association is 
deeply indebted. The following processes were viewed and explained: Design 
making, half-tone blocks, line blocks, and colour blocks; composing of type 
matter and making up of formes for machine printing; proofing, printing, 
folding and binding of high-class books and magazines; ,hotogravure sec- 
tion; making of the copper cylinder; retouching, etching, and printing by the 
Intaglio. process. : 

After a tour of the works the company were entertained to tea by the 
Directors in the tastefully decorated staff canteen, the wants of the visitors 
being ably attended to by Mr. Symmons and his willing staff of ladies and 
gentlemen. 

During tea Mr. W. Benson Thorne (Bromley, E.) voiced the thanks of the 
Association to the Sun Engraving Co. for permission to visit the works and for 
their hospitality in providing tea. 

Mr. A. G. Symmons (Works Manager) replied on behalf of the firm and 
the gentlemen who had so ably conducted the party round the works. He said 
that art was a necessary part of our everyday life; it had a refining influence 
and helped us to discern the beautiful everywhere. While in Italy he had even 
noticed the greengrocer arranging his fruits and vegetables so that the colours 
would not clash, while the washing woman was always careful to arrange the 
clothes on the line so that the colours were complementary to each other. 

At the kind invitation of H. K. Beazley and Co., the party then set off for 
a short tour of the surrounding country. Starting off from the works promptly 
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at 6 p.m., four motor char-a-bancs made their way via Croxley and Scots Hill 
to Rickmansworth, thence to Chorley Wood, past Rickmansworth Park, across 
Chorley Wood Common to the beautiful village of Chenies, and round by the 
fine old church there. Everywhere the country was looking at its best, the 
famous Valley of the Ches looking particularly fine. The return journey was 
made by Chenies to Rickmansworth by the Amersham Road, across Croxley 
Moor and along Baldwin’s Lane to Cassio Bridge, arriving at the Watford 
Market Place at 7.30 p.m. 

After a few minutes’ walk the party arrived at the Public Library in 
~Queen’s Road. An inspection of the various departments was then made, a 
programme drawn up for this purpose and containing a few notes on the work 
of the Library proving very useful. 

The party then adjourned to the Assembly Room, and at 8 p.m. the chair 
was taken by Councillor G. W. Chilton, Chairman of the Watford Public 
Library Committee, who welcomed the L.A.A. to Watford. He then called 
upon Mr. H. Nicholson, M.A. (Cantab.) to read a paper on ‘‘ The Faust 
Legend.’’? The paper was much appreciated. At the conclusion, Mr. Gurner 
P. Jones, B.A. (Hon. Sec.) moved a vote of thanks to the authorities concerned 
for permission to meet at the Library, and to the Staff for arranging the day’s 
proceedings. 

Light refreshment, provided by the kindness of Mrs. Beazley, the Chair- 
man, and the Staff, concluded a very enjoyable programme, about 9.30 p.m.

Lessons oF History. 


Under ‘the chairmanship of Mr. E. Pearson, Newcastle-upon-Tyne Public 
Libraries, the second meeting of the session was held at Armstrong College on 
Wednesday, April 26th, by permission of the Principal, Sir Theodore Morison, 
K.C.S.1., K.C.1.E., C.B.E., M.A., D.C.L. 

In the afternoon a small company met at the Central Library and walked 
to the Royal Victoria Infirmary to inspect the library of the Northern Counties 
and Newcastle-upon-Tyne Medical Society, and St. Luke’s Chapel. The latter 
is an architectural gem, and was greeted with admiration by those seeing it 
for the first time. The Medical Library was examined with interest as a 
modern scientific collection conducted on up-to-date methods and classified 
according to Dewey. 

From the Infirmary the company crossed to the College, and, under the 
guidance of the Sub-Librarian, spent a strenuous hour trying to get lost in 
the ramifications of the huge building. Better fortune, however, repaid their 
efforts, for to everybody’s delight the journeyings ended in the College re- 
fectory. There tea was enjoyed by a company of 25. 

Previous to the Evening Session an interesting half-hour was spent in the 
Library, with the Librarian and his Assistant as willing guides. The first 
item on the programme was an address by Dr. F. Bradshaw, College Librarian, 
and Lecturer in Modern History, on ‘* Lessons of History.’’ At two successive 
meetings our members have listened to addresses on history, and some, at 
least, will have come to realise more fully how important a subject it is and 
how very valuable to the librarian. The Doctor was intimate with his audience, 
explaining the lessons he had learnt from his study of history. It was a 
philosophical outlook on history as a ‘‘ map of life.’”’ “* If read rightly it can 
keep us in the right way just as a. good ordnance map rightly used enables the 
traveller to arrive at his destination.’’ One must also possess a good compass. 
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““ The compass required by history is the determination to seek truth for its 
own sake, free from party bias. Indeed, sincerity is the North Pole of the map 
of life—cold maybe and cheerless at first sight, but essential for safe naviga- 
tion. _ The Eastern point of life’s compass is humility, the belief that our own 
experience is only the beginning of our possible knowledge. . . . The 
Southern point of the compass is unselfishness : we must not merely be willing 
in all humility, to learn from the experience of others, but we must also be 
willing to impart our own experience and knowledge freely to others. — 
We may throw light on our own dark places or supply the missing clue which 
may help our brothers to find the right path, or teach us more fully the mean- 
ing of our own life. The Western point of the compass of life is opti- 
mism. The great travellers and explorers never began their journeys in a 
fearful spirit. They took due precautions by providing against known dangers, 
and, as far as they could, against possible mischances, but they believed in the 
possibility of success. As the sun sinks below the Western horizon, we watch 
it go, in the confident hope that to-morrow’s dawn will come with the usual 
splendour. So also, as we see the present merging into the future, we must 
believe that it is possible to build a newer and a better world by avoiding the 
mistakes of the former builders.’’ Cynics may scoff at the idea that anything 
can be learned from the past; or say that history is merely a pleasant recrea- 
tion. ‘* Wiser men are coming to realise that the study of history provides 
intellectual training of the finest kind for the citizen of to-day. Through it he 
learns the value of freedom won for him by the heroes of the past; often he 
learns a better way to use it, by seeing the consequences of those actions which 
men ventured upon when thinking that even crimes could be committed in the 
name of liberty.” 


Among other lessons one is that the past is a storehouse of moral examples. 
** The men who held Verdun against the Germans felt a spiritual kinship with 
Joan of Arc, the maid of near by Domrémy, who like them had pity on the 
fair land of France and gave all to save it.’ Duty also is taught. ‘* Duty is 
after all merely giving others their due, i.e., paying our debts to society and 
our fellows, in the confident hope that they in turn will pay their’s to us.”’ 
Then we may learn true patriotism: not that which says ‘* My Country, right 
or wrong,”’ but that which learns from history to avoid the mistakes of our 
ancestors. ‘* The hours of the present only gain their full meaning as we see 
how they are rooted in the past ages, and the past ages come to life again and 
cease to be a mere tale that is told when we realise that our fathers were men 
of like passions with ourselves. If they ate sour grapes, our teeth in turn are 
set on edge, and we in turn, if we forget the lesson and feed on the wild vine 
of selfishness and vainglory, will set on edge the teeth of generations yet un- 
born. Nurse Cavell truly said, ** Patriotism is not enough.” 


Finally we may learn to know what freedom really means. Liberty and 
license are enemies, not kindred. True liberty is living in union and peace 
with our neighbours. Its ‘‘ service is perfect freedom,’’ for to translate the 
Latin collect more literally, to obey God as a servant is really to reign as a 
king, over our passions and powers alike. To identify ourselves with the 
universal mind we must familarize ourselves with its workings in the past. 
. . . The Librarian and the History Teacher have much in common. It 
is the privilege of every worker to open the door to many people whom the 
History Teacher can with difficulty reach. Let it not be said of us as was 
said by Christ of the lawyers of the day, ** Ye have taken away the key of 
knowledge; ye entered not in yourselves, and them that were entering in ye 
hindered.” 


Hearty thanks were voted Dr. Bradshaw for his address and for his 
active support and interest in the promotion of the meeting. 
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The College Sub-Librarian, Mr. E. Patterson, followed with a paper on 
“* The University Library.” The paper was exhaustive, and carefully planned 
to help candidates for examination. Mr. Patterson, trained both in Public 
Library work and University Library work, was able to show likenesses and 
differences with clearness. He also arranged for examination a complete 
array of library material. This was consulted with interest. 

Votes of thanks to the readers of papers and to the College authorities 
concluded an interesting meeting. 

NortH-WeEsTERN BRANCH. 
(Liverroot ano District Division.) 

The members of the Liverpool and District Division spent a joyous time on 
Friday, May 12th. Leaving the Liverpool Reference Library at 2.30, the 
party (exceeding forty in number and including Mr. G. T. Shaw, Chief 
Librarian of Liverpool, and Miss Shaw) proceeded by motor coach to Sefton, 
where they were met by Professor Sir William and Lady Herdman, Miss 
Herdman, the Reverend J. A. Hobson, and Mr. W. E. Gregson. 

An intensely interesting visit was then paid to the Church of St. Helen, a 
splendid example of Gothic ecclesiastical architecture, and one of the most 
notable old churches in South-West Lancashire, dating back to the early part 
of the 14th century. Mr. Hobson and Mr. Gregson, both of whom are well- 
known authorities, very kindly conducted the party over the Church and 
pointed out the principal features of historical, architectural and topographical 
interest. 

After leaving Sefton, the party were cordially entertained to tea at Ince- 
Blundell Hall, the magnificent Lancashire seat of C. J. Weld-Blundell, Esq. 
Ince-Blundell Hall, the residence of the Blundell family since the days of the 
Conquest, enjoys a European reputation for its priceless art treasures which 
comprise by far the largest private collection of antique marbles in the country. 
The statues, some six hundred in number, are chiefly Greek and Roman, 
although some modern sculptors are represented. Included in the collection 
are the Lizard Apollo and colossal figures of Theseus, Jupiter, Minerva and 
Galatea, a large number of sarcophagi and cinerary urns, as well as bas-reliefs 
and memorial slabs. The pictures in the Gallery comprise works of Andrea 
del Sarto, Michael Angelo, Teniers, Canaletto and Gainsborough. 

So great a fascination did this wonderful old Hall and its glorious Park 
exercise over the party that the visit proved longer than was originally in- 
tended. Ultimately, however, the members were induced to resume their seats 
in the motor coaches and sped off to Southport, where they spent an enjoyable 
hour and a half. At half past eight the party bade farewell to Southport and 
arrived back in Liverpool at ten o'clock. 

This excursion, one of the most pleasurable the Liverpool District has ever 
organized, formed a fitting conclusion to the successful series of meetings held 
during the winter months.

Twenty-Seventb Annual Report, 1921-1922. 


The Officers and Council herewith submit their report on the 
work of the past Session. 

Membership.—The total number of members is 593, made up 
as follows: 19 Fellows, 444 Members, 130 Associates. This num- 
ber shows an increase of 15 over last year’s total, but although the 
figures indicate an upward tendency, the rate of increase and full 
membership total cannot be considered satisfactory. |More 
missionary effort is required and a greater outflow of that keen 
enthusiasm, inspired by the conviction of ideals, is necessary in 
order that the Association can exert the moral influence which 
solidarity and unity alone can give. 

In order to stimulate the increase in membership it has been 
decided that any junior member who procures 5 new members in 
any one year shall be entitled to the return of his subscription for 
that year. 

It is with regret that we have to report the dissolution of the 
West of Scotland Association of Assistant Librarians, but hope 
that it will not be long before the L.A.A. is again represented by 
a Branch North of the Tweed. 

The Council expresses its sincere appreciation of the faithful 
labours of Miss C. M. Campbell, of Govan, as Hon. Treasurer 
during the last five years, and of her untiring efforts to keep the 
Branch in existence. 

The Council decided at the last Annual Meeting that Assis- 
tants who made application for Membership between April and 
September of the current financial year should pay half the Annual 
Subscription for that year. 

Finance.—The Finances of the Association are in a sound 
condition. The Receipts for the year amounted to £356 3s. 04d. 
as compared with £251 13s. 10d. for 1920-21. 

The Expenditure amounts to £239 2s. 23d. as against 
£177 2s. 1d. for the previous year. 

The amount on deposit on behalf of the L.A.A. Benevolent 
Fund is now £43, which has earned in interest during the year 
£1 1s. 1d., making a total of £44 1s. 1d. to the credit of the Fund. 

During the year the Council has been the recipient of a further 
contribution of £10 10s. from the Cutlers’ Company towards the 
Benevolent Fund through the kind instrumentality of Mr. C. 
Welch, F.S.A. £6 16s. 6d. has also been received from Libraries’ 
Staffs and Members of the Association towards the same object. 
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‘“‘a Scottish Friend '’ has given a donation of £5 and Miss 
E. M. Day £1 12s. towards the General Expenses of the Associa- 
tion. 

To all these friends the Council is deeply grateful for their 
generosity and interest in its work. 

Salaries and Conditions of Service.—The past year has wit- 
nessed the continuation of that economic crisis in national and 
domestic affairs which is the inevitable consequence of the Great 
War. The tendency naturally has been to economize severely in 
all directions. Many library staffs have in consequence of the fall- 
ing cost of living index figure suffered, in common with the other 
members of the local government services, a reduction in salary ; 
in some cases a very drastic revision. A reduction pro rata with 
the declining cost of living index figure is only to be expected 
(though not enjoyed) where salaries are based upon the fluctuation 
of the index figure. But although all members of the local govern- 
ment services, in these cases, are suffering alike, the regrettable 
fact must be persistently kept in the foreground that the library 
service has always been compelled to economize and the rate limi- 
tation of 1914 precluded the possibility of paying an adequate 
remuneration to library staffs. Any attempt, therefore, to fix 
salaries upon a pre-war basic salary is both unjust and penalizing. 
Above the din of the economy uproar it is extremely hard for these 
facts to gain a sympathetic hearing ; but it is a matter of elemen- 
tary justice to the profession that 1914 standards must be aban- 
doned. On the whole, whilst the salaries offered in the case of 
advertised appointments can by no means be called generous, yet 
there can be detected a distinct tendency towards a slight recog- 
nition of the right to a better state of remuneration. Not a very 
thrilling prospect perhaps of the long hoped for golden age, yet an 
outlook with some faint glints of cheering sunshine. 

The professional scale of salaries, after many roadside linger- 
ings, has been approved finally for N.A.L.G.O.’s mothering 
through the National Whitley Council. Whilst it is realized 
that it is difficult to schedule a scale of salaries applicable to 
every public library staff in the land, and whilst it must be 
admitted with regret that its acceptance cannot be forced on any 
local authority, yet it should prove of valuable assistance in guid- 
ing authorities when the subject of library staff remuneration is 
under consideration and prove of great service in establishing a 
uniform level of salaries throughout the public library service. 


During the year protests have been lodged with the following 
authorities for advertising posts at inadequate salaries or appoint- 
ing officials without any training or experience: Glamorgan, 
King’s Lynn, Winchester, Tunbridge Wells and Portsmouth. 
Although perhaps no direct result rewarded the efforts of the 
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Council, it is known, however, that in more than one instance the 
reading of the letter of protest before the offending Committee 
has corrected an erroneous impression of the status of the pro- 
fession and helped to prevent a repetition of the offence. 


Monthly Meetings.—An extremely varied programme of meet- 
ings has been carried out during the past Session. It may be 
remarked that all the papers and addresses were contributed by 
ladies and gentlemen from outside the Association ; but the Council 
were influenced in this matter by the condition of affairs in library 
work generally. This has been a transition year for the pro- 
fession, and at no time has publicity for our aims and ideals been 
more urgently required. We know that our work as librarians 
only needs to be known and understood in order to meet with better 
support, and we also know that a great many of the people who 
are potential supporters are at present uninformed and apathetic. 
To remedy this is considered by the Council to be an important 
part of its duty, and the Monthly Meetings have been used as 
valuable means to the desired publicity. The programme carried 
out has secured the interest and sympathy of many persons promi- 
nent in literary, educational, local government and other circles 
capable of influencing public opinion, and this result more than 
justifies the policy of the Council. 


The Inaugural Meeting of the Session was held at the Stoke 
Newington Public Library, when Mr. J. C. Squire, M.A., the 
Editor of ‘‘ The London Mercury,’’ addressed the Association. 
Meetings have also been held at Bedford College, the National 
Library for the Blind, St. Pancras Town Hall, and the Public 


‘Libraries of Chelsea, Croydon, Fulham and Watford. 


Commencing in November, special ‘‘ Junior ’’ Meetings have 
been held prior to the ordinary Monthly Meetings. These have 
been well attended, and discussion has been brisk. The success of 
these meetings of our junior colleagues, as well as the part they 
have played at the ordinary meetings, proves their enthusiasm and 
interest and is a highly favourable augury for the future of the 
Association in general. 

Altogether the Session has been an enjoyable one, distin- 
guished by its varied interests, and the attendances have again 
shown a marked improvement. 


Much of the success of such a programme is due to those who 
have allowed the Association to meet in the institutions under their 
charge, and to them, as well as to those who contributed papers, 
the Council offers its most appreciative thanks. 


To Mr. Luke, who has again filled the office of Honorary 
Secretary to the Education Committee, the Council is especially 
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indebted for the great amount of organizing work necessitated by 
the sessional programme. 

To all others who have helped the work of the Association the 
Council wishes to convey its warmest thanks. Miss Prince has 
again earned the gratitude of members for her kindness in provid- 
ing the Council with what amounts to a permanent headquarters 
at the National Library for the Blind. 


Honorary Fellowship.—At the December meeting of the 
Council it was unanimously decided to offer to Mr. Evan G. Rees, 
upon his retirement, upon superannuation, from the service of the 
Westminster Public Libraries after 454 years’ service, the 
Honorary Fellowship of the Association as an expression of good- 
will, and to mark the appreciation of his support and work in 
behalf of the Association. The Certificate of Fellowship was suit- 
ably framed and presented to Mr. Rees, by the President, at the 
General Meeting held at the Chelsea Public Library on February 
17th, 1922. 

L.A.A. and the Library Association.—The results of last 
year’s Library Association Council election were more satisfactory 
than ever, and consequently after a break of one year this Asso- 
ciation has again secured the election of its Honorary Secretary ; 
who, together with Mr. W. Benson Thorne, serves as a bond of 
common interest between the two Associations. It is hoped that 
the next election will see a still larger number of our members 
elected to the L.A. Council. The Hon. Secretary is a member of 
the Membership Committee and Mr. Thorne of the Education 
Committee. The interests, therefore, of the L.A.A. members are 
carefully guarded on two of the main Committees. Furthermore, 
this year the L.A. Education Committee, reciprocating the earnest 
desire of this Association to work in harmony and co-operation as 
far as possible where the true and best interests of Assistants are 
concerned, decided to co-opt a member of the L.A.A. Council. 
Our President was unanimously elected to serve on the Council’s 
behalf and in him the whole Association possesses a_ represen- 
tative whose one aim is to serve its interests to the best of his 
ability. In November, a very successful Joint Meeting of the 
two Associations was held at University College, London, to 
discuss the important subject of the Education of the Library 
Assistant. Last October a Sub-Committee of the two Associa- 
tions was appointed to expedite the completion of the professional 
Roll of Honour. 

L.A.A. and the School of Librarianship.—The work of this 
School has been carefully watched by the Council and every effort 
made to support its objects wherever they appear to further the 
interests of Assistants. In answer to requests made to the Provost 
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of University College, the recognition of the value of practical 
librarianship has been secured by alterations in the conditions of 
granting the University Diploma. Direct representation on the 
School of Librarianship Committee has been refused for the 
present, but it is hoped that before long this decision will be re-con- 
sidered and an invitation extended to the Council to elect a repre- 
sentative to serve in the name of this Association. 


The Association’s Library.—There has been a constant 
demand for books during the winter months, evidently with a view 
to the examinations of the Library Association. Whilst most of 
the volumes have been issued to provincial members, it is appar- 
ently not generally understood that books may be borrowed by 
all members of the Association, irrespective of Branch. The 
collection contains over 800 volumes, besides innumerable 
pamphlets, bulletins of English, Colonial and Foreign Libraries, 
etc. A collection of cuttings on topics of current professional 
interest is being made. 

The question of shelving has, of necessity, remained in 
abeyance, owing to lack of funds. Mrs. Hazard has again carried 
out the duties of Honorary Librarian. This office is no sinecure, 
and to her the best thanks of the Council are due for a great deal 
of patient and useful work. 

Branches.—During the year the Branches have unquestion- 
ably done splendid work. Not only has there been a revival of 
the old pre-War vigour and enthusiasm, but these qualities have 
been improved by the addition of a keener spirit and an increased 
enterprise. Reports of the proceedings of each have appeared 
regularly in ‘‘ The Library Assistant,’’ and a glance through these 
reveals a high standard of excellence in all directions. The York- 
shire Branch has had very good meetings and discussed most 
interesting papers; the North-Western Branch in both sections 
goes from strength to strength, while the Midland Branch has 
abundantly justified its resuscitation. Still battling with its 
geographical difficulties the South Coast Branch has continued its 
meetings regularly, and although attendances have been small 
once or twice, the gatherings have not failed to be helpful, and 
the spirit to carry on is undiminished. The Council is gratified 
in being able to record the re-commencement of operations on the 
part of the North-Eastern Branch, where healthy critical proceed- 
ings characterised a meeting held in January. At the beginning 
. 1922 the Council was able to see its way to offer a monthly page 

‘* The Library Assistant ’’ to each Branch for its own purposes, 
which has proved an acceptable innovation, and should afford 
opportunities of catering for the special interests of Members in 
particular localities. There is still room and need for more 
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Branches, and perhaps the outcome of the Re-construction 
Scheme will be an extension of the Association’s activities into 
districts at present without any connecting link. 

The Library Assistant.—The Association’s official Journal 
has been published regularly throughout the year under the 
Editorship of Mr. Henry A. Sharp, of Croydon. Commencing 
with the January, 1922, issue, it was enlarged by four pages, and 
the pre-war distinctive cover was restored. With a view to giving 
provincial assistants a more personal and local interest, it was 
also decided that one page in every issue should be at the disposal 
of each Branch. The innovation has been very much appreciated 
by our colleagues, and several of the Branches make regular use 
of the facility. The enlargement of the Journal has made it 
possible to return approximately to our pre-war standard, both of 
size and quality, and it has been encouraging to learn that the 
editor’s efforts to produce a bright, informative, and generally 
useful publication at a considerably lower price than any other 
periodical devoted to librarianship have been appreciated both in 
this and in other countries. 

The thanks of the Council are due to the Honorary Editor, 
and to the Misses E. G. Hayler and B. Homewood, also of 
Croydon, who have willingly and satisfactorily carried out the 
exacting duties of Honorary Assistant Editors. Without their 
assistance it would have been quite impossible for the Honorary 
Editor to have carried out the duties of his office. Thanks are 
also due to Mr. C. Jackson, who has continued to take charge of 
the files of back numbers, which are stored at Fulham, by kind 
permission of Mr. J. E. Walker. 


Roll of Honour.—During the year distinct progress has been 
made in connection with the compilation of a professional Roll of 
Honour. A Joint Committee, consisting of members of the 
Library Association and of our own Association was appointed, 
and every library within the British Empire was circularised from 
the office of the Library Association. The returns are now being 
edited by Mr. E. C. Kyte and Mr. H. A. Sharp, and it is hoped 
that the Roll will be published at a very early date. The question 
of some permanent memorial to those who gave their lives is 
engaging the attention of the Committee. The Association is 
represented on the Committee by Messrs. F. E. Sandry, H. A. 
Sharp, and G. F. Vale. 


Officers and Council.—Another very full year of work has 
been experienced both in connection with the ever-increasing 
routine work and with the extra functions of the Association on 
other bodies. Mr. J. D. Stewart represents the Association on the 
L.A. Education Committee ; Miss G. Rees is the Council’s active 
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delegate on the Council of the London Society of Women’s 
Service, in which capacity she zealously endeavours to advance 
the prospects and protect the welfare of all female assistants, 
and Mr. J. D. Stewart and the Honorary Secretary are the 
Council’s two delegates on the N.A.L.G.O. Joint Consultative 
Committee which deals entirely with the more material interests 
of the Association’s members. 


Our retiring President relinquishes office after two years of 
loyal service in office, first as Vice-President and then as President ; 
he has devoted himself enthusiastically to the work of the Associa- 
tion and has spared no efforts on its behalf. His enthusiasm is 
of a kind which communicates itself to, and inspires, all those 
with whom he comes into contact. Month by month he has 
regularly appeared at the head of the Council and conducted its 
meeting in a way which has given satisfaction and pleasure to all. 
This year sees the end of a long term of honourable service 
patiently and lovingly given by Mr. J. F. Hogg to the rather 
monotonous and exacting office of Honorary Treasurer. The 
Council deeply regrets that he has been compelled to lay down the 
reins of an office in the fulfilment of the duties of which he has given 
loyal, enthusiastic and disinterested service to the Association. 

Mr. F. W. C. Pepper, of Birmingham, resigned his seat on 
the Council upon his appointment to the Librarianship of Win- 
chester, and the vacancy thus created was filled by the election 
of Mr. F. J. Patrick, also of Birmingham, and Chairman of the 
Midland Branch. 


At the June meeting Messrs. F. A. Richards and V. Woods 
were co-opted members of the Education Committee to assist in 
the work of arranging the meetings for Juniors. Both members 
have proved themselves extremely useful and their suggestions 
very helpful.
